Cultivation to .prevent evaporation 


accomplishes little good, other than 
removing the -weeds through which 
water is taken from the soil, accord- 
ing to the results of studies made in 
various parts of the state. The re- 
moval of weeds, however, is essen- 
tial if moisture is to bo retained in 
the soil. 


That "the movement of moisture, 


especially in an upward direction, 
from moist soils to drier soils is 
alight in amount and extent with 
tho periods of times with which or- 
chardists the concerned," Vcihmeyer 
says is indicated by the results of 
tests made in various localities, in 
commenting on the theory of the 
"dust mulch" to retain moisture in 
the soil. Tests made at Davis and at 
Mountain View show the losses of 
moisture to be substantially the 
same, whether the soil was cultivat- 
ed or not. 


On the other hand, a three year 


old prune tree in a tank used 585 
pounds of water in six months, while 
a similar tank, uncropped and cul- 
tivated, lost but 28 pounds in tho 
same time.

Those who are in touch with educational affairs 


throughout the country are aware that a debate is in pro- 
gress over the question of the ever-growing emphasis placed 
on sports in colleges and universities. 
There never has 


been a time in our history when criticism of college sports 
was absent, and during the past year the question has been 
accorded a most prominent place in national life. 


The sports as such are not being condemned, but there 


are critics who profess to see a baneful influence on the 
classroom—that the great college classics of the gridiron 
and diamond obsess the student mind to the exclusion of 
all else in college life. There are very few in intimate con- 
tact with college conditions who hold to this view, how- 
ever. The majority of those in positions strategic for the 
gaining of the truth declare that the opposite is true—that 
sports have added to the academic excellence, and have not 
been a deterrent to study, but rather a leaven needed to lift 
classroom life from its ancient mustiness, stagnation and 
routine. 


We think this latter view must be correct, inasmuch 


as along with the ascendancy of sports as a part of college 
life has gone a steady rise in average classroom abliity. The 
high schools certainly show no backward tendency from 
the academic standpoint. 
Organized and directed play has 


achieved a rightful place in California school life from the 
kindergarten to the college. There is as much to be learn- 
ed on the playground, if properly conducted, as can be 
absorbed in classes, especially of the verities of life, its 
contests, and the necessity for the will to win. The child 
or man who does not play may not always be dull. But 
alternate work and play is life's best formula for the mak- 
ing of a keen mind with which to meet crises in school or 
in the world that awaits every scholar. 


Unwarranted Editorial Attacks— 


For a long period of time, George F. Einehart, editor 


of the Covina Citizen, has been indulging in virulent at- 
tacks on prominent and respected citizens of the valley and 
county, who happened to differ with him on political issues. 
Among those who have been the objects of his vitriolic pen 
were C. A. Griffith of Azusa, chairman of the flood control 
committee of the associated chambers of commerce of the 
San Gabriel valley; Fred T. Beaty, supervisor from this 
district; Tom Lambert of El Monte, president of .the Los 
Angeles county farm bureau, and J. L. Matthews, editor 
of the Covina Argus, and one of the most useful all-around 
citizens in this entire section. 


Against Mr. Matthews these attacks have been most 


bitter and vehement, and the Citizen editor has not scrupled 
to employ innuendo and insinuation in attempting to fasten 
the stigma of dishonest intent and practice upon his brother 
editor, in the matter of handling publicity funds in former 
Hood control campaigns. 


As to how these alleged funds were disbursed we do 


not know, nor do we care. We have never aspired to be an 
editorial ghoul, greedily gloating and clawing over the 
putrefaction of imaginary political cadavers, but we do 
knowr that had Louie Matthews received every penny of 
the small amount raised to finance flood control campaigns 
he would still be miserably underpaid for the splendid ser- 
vices he rendered and the glorious victories which he, in 
no small measure, helped to achieve. 


During the past several years we have been in attend- 


ance at many public meetings for the unselfish promotion 
of valley enterprises, at which meetings we have almost 
invariably met and worked with such men as Matthews 
and the others who have been mentioned in this editorial, 
but we fail to remember of a single gathering of import- 
ance where the Citizen editor was present or where his 
influence counted for the commonweal. 


It is indeed rcgretable that an otherwise readable 


paper should permit, such screeds to blot its pages as ap- 
peared in the Citizen last week, as they have from time 
to time in previous issues. 


There is no place for a policy of that type in ethical 


journalism, and it is high time that a vigorous protest be 
voiced. 


Going Round and Round— 


The scientist Huxley, in a hurry to keep an engagement, 


once jumped into a London cab and told the driver to drive 
fast. After a while he woke up to the fact that he was being 
driven furiously in a circle, a sort of a merry-go-round, and 
he recalled that he had forgotten to give the driver a destin- 
ation.

In these hurrying days many of us start out with the 


We push on, always 
in a hurry, and after a time we make the discovery that we 
arc not getting anywhere, but we are moving in a circle.

lay of energy? Whal is the end of all this haste? What are 
we aiming at? 
What are we frying for? Is our life just a 


merry-go-round, a whirl that leaves us just where we started? 
Or are we step by step, moment by moment, going on to the 
realization of our ideal, to the accomp!',shment of our life 
purpose?—Young People's Weekly.

This shows that assessed valuation of the 
58 counties of the state is $7,164,457,954. So it will be seen 
that Los Angeles county has nearly one-half of all the 
property of the state. An interesting feature is that San 
Francisco county has not reached the billion dollar mark 
yet in valuation. Another interesting feature shown is that 
the tax rate in Los Angeles county is among the lowest in 
the state and only one-third that of San Francisco, 


Outstanding features of report: 
There arc a hundred features of the report of great 


interest, but it woull take a whole newspaper, not a column, 
to give them a resume. To begin, the county auditor issued 
warrants last year in the great amount of $121,889,904.49. 
The tax collector collected $82,984,557.39. 
This included 


the different towns of the county and street and sewer as- 
sessments. 
The cost of county government last year in 


Los Angeles county was $22,491,522. 
The county owns 


property amounting to the value of $19,989.425. 


The work of the Regional Planning commission shows 


that great steps are being made to make Los Angeles county 
the model county of the world in highways and recreation 
centers. Thug adding great beauty to utility. 


Perhaps the most disquieting report is that portion de- 


voted to the work of the county sheriff. This shows that 
over 12,000 prisoners were booked in the county jail last 
year. .There were 13,000 autos stolen during the year,-and 
more than $680.000 in stolen autos and other property was 
returned to owners. 
There are 460 men on the sheriff's 


payroll. 
The most disheartening portion of the report is 


that showing juvenile delinquency, i There were 2,138 pris- 
oners jailed under 20 years of age. One-fifth of all prison- 
ers were juveniles or under 21 yearn of age. A terrible 
state of affairs. 


That portion relating to the forestry division and coun- 


ty fire warden is most interesting and encouraging. From 
a minor department it is now assuming a stellar role in 
county affairs and will soon be second to none. 


The horticultural and live stock departments are mak- 


ing wonderful strides in the county. 


The county charity department is a vast work by it- 


self, and the account of the work being done at the county 
farm and other places where the indigent are cared for 
make intensely interesting reading. The daily number at 
the county farm last year was 1621 patients. Some days 
there were more and some less. The charity budget for 
the year totaled the great sum of $414,000. 


The county park at Pig Pines is a most interesting 


subject and 30,830 people visited the park last year.

WILL HOLD SEPTIC 


TANK DEMONSTRATION 


A septic tank demonstration has 


been scheduled for Monday, Febru- 
ary 14t,h, on the R. J. Roulo place 
by the Los Angeles county farm 
bureau in cooperation with the ag- 
ricultural extension service. The lo- 
cation is near San Dimas on the 
Foothill Blvd., and just east of San 
Dimas avenue. 


The'septic tank has probably prov- 


ed to bo the best method of rural 
sewage disposal. 
The cesspool is 


recognized as a danger to domestic 
water supply, where rural communi- 
ties are populous. Septic tank ef- 
fluent disposal is by means of drain 
tiles relatively near the ground sur- 
face where oxidation may take place. 
The roots of trees and other plants 
help to dispose of the effluent and 
because it is spread out over a large 
surface it is therefore unlikely to 
contaminate underground water sup- 
plies.
